SUPERVISORY PATENT EXAMINER 
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Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed July 18, 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

2. Applicant argues in the After Final Response that Ellipsus does not teach or 
suggest the claimed invention. See pages 4 to 5 of Applicant's response. In support of 
this argument, Applicant specifically points to the first main clause of claim 1 and argues 
that the Context Manager of Ellipsus does not apply to a domain or a plurality of 
subscribers and the Billing System of Ellipsus also does not relate to the domains 
claimed. 

3. However, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. The claims are given their 
broadest reasonable interpretation in view of the specification. In view of this, for 
example, claim 1 recites in part, a method comprising operating a server system to 
store domain data defining a plurality of domains, each domain representing a different 
subset of a plurality of wireless services subscribers. Claim 1 then continues with a 
number of "wherein clauses", which according to MPEP 21 1 1 .04 do not limit claim 
scope if they suggest or make optional but do not require steps to be performed or limit 
a claim to a particular structure. 

4. The Examiner submits that the operating of the server system claimed is 
rendered obvious by the InfiniteMAP Architecture taught and suggested by Ellipsus. 
For example, the server system includes various components, including the 
Authenticator, the Session Manager, the Context Manager, the Billing System, etc. 
Included in the server system is data, which includes what is claimed as domain data. 
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The domain data as recited in, for example, claim 1 is defined as comprising a plurality 
of domains, each domain representing a different subset of a plurality of wireless 
services subscribers. As can be seen by the InfiniteMAP Figure on page 3 of Ellipsus, 
various types of wireless subscribers (on the left-hand side) are represented and as 
previously stated in the rejections, multiple user profiles and device capabilities are 
indicated in the Integration Components, thus it would be inherent that there would be 
multiple wireless subscribers and thus multiple domains. 

5. Also, the Examiner draws Applicant's attention to page 6 of Ellipsus and the 
Figure describing the Billing Model and the description of the Commission Manager, 
which also suggests that there are multiple wireless subscribers and system operators 
and application providers involved. In addition, the Billing Model Figure and the 
Commission Manager suggest that InfiniteMAP system would store data related to a 
billing relationship between multiple wireless subscribers and application providers as, 
for example, claim 1 recites, if the "wherein clauses" were to be given patentable 
weight.
